Red Envoys Due to 
Leave Tomorrow. 


BY SIDNEY CAVE. 

LONDON, May 26.—The verdict of 
the house of commons on the British 
government’s decision to break off 
diplomatic and trade relations with 
Russia was delivered just before mid- 
night tonight. The vote was 357 to 
111 upholding the cabinet’s action 
against Russia. The motiorf for ap- 
proval of the cabinet’s position was 
made by the Tory member, Gervais 
Rentoul. 


The victory for the government was 
a foregone conclusion after the defeat, 
earlier in the day, of a Labor Socialist 
motion demanding an investiga- 
tion of the case against Russia by a 
select committee be made before a deci- 
sion was taken on the breaking off of 
relations. J. R. Clynes, in submitting 
the Labor motion, argued that the so- 
viets should not be “ condemned with- 
out trial.’ 

Threatens Cabinet Resignation. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain, foreign 
secretary, then said the government 
would treat the Labor motion as a 
vote of censure, and intimated that 
unless the move was rejected by the 
house, thus giving the cabinet what 
“amounted to a vote of confidence, the 
ministry would have to resign. The 
Labor proposal was defeated by a vote 
of 367 to 118. 

Sir Austen sharply attacked Mr. 
Clynes” plea that all the documents 
seized by Great Britain in the raid on 
Arcos house, 
Russian trading comipany, Arcos, Ltd., 
and the official soviet trade delegation 
in London, should be thoroughly ex~ 
amined to determine their authen- 
ticity. 

The foreign secretary explained 
Great Britain’s long patience in the 
face of the soviet agitators. He said 
he was only following the policy 
which the former labor government 
threatened to adopt against Russia, 
proving this point with quotations 
from Ramsay MacDonald's letter of 
three years ago. Sir Austen told the 
house that he had repeatedly warned 
M. Rosengolz, soviet chargé d’af- 
faires in London, against the activi- 
ties, with no result. Therefore, he 
pointed. out, a complete break was 
the only solution. He was doubly 
cheered by the packed house. 

Commons Rebuffs Lioyd George. , 

The vote to sever relations was 
rebuff to former Premier David Lloyd 
George, who made a brilliant plea 
against a complete rupture. For an 
hour the little Welshman, who was 
in his best oratorical form, had the 
house hanging on his words. 

He admitted his disapproval of a 
continuation of the pacific attitude to- 
ward Russia, but he said the govern- 
ment should stop short of a complete 
break. He would merely oust the

Washington, D. C., May 26.—([Spe- 
cial.]—Reduction of the size of paper 
money to the point where bills of all 
denominations will fit snugly into the 


America, and else- | @#verage pocketbook without folding 


was authorized today by Secretary of 
the Treasury Mellon. 

The first one dollar bill of the smaller 
size will probably be turned out within 
the next few months, but the new 
bills will not be generally distributed 
to the public for a year. The dollar 
bill will be the first changed, but all 
bills up to denominations of $10,000 
will be affected. 

The size of the present bills will be 
reduced from the present dimensions 
of seven and seven-sixteenths inches 
by three and one-eighth to six and 
one-eighth inches by -two and five 
eighths. The new size is about that 
of the Philippine currency, which has 
proved more convenient and durable 
than American bills. Two million dol- 
lars will be saved annually. 

Some changes will be made in the 
design of the notes, but the new cur- 
rency will retain practically all the 
major characteristics of the old.

dation at the University of Chicago.

A Marvel of Creation. 

human body,” the lecturer 
declared, “is a physical codrdinator 
of marvelous complexity, every one of 
its billions and billions of units of life 
being connected with the central 
brain. That in itself gives it a pre- 
eminent position in the scale of crea- 
tion. When, however, we consider the 
intellectual, spiritual, and esthetic ac- 
tivities of the human soul which cre- 
ates the internal world of our con- 
sciousness, then the life of man rises 
far superior to anything ever observed 
in the starry vault of heaven. 

“This creative power residing in 
our consciousness: is our ‘soul. It 
makes us godlike. It is the origin of 
our belief in the existence of the 
Creator. Being blessed with a crea- 
tive gift, the most precious gift of 
heaven, we firmly believe that we are 
a part of the Creator, that we are 
made in His image.” 

Prof. Pupin explained that he is so 
far opposed to the theory that science 
and religion are incompatible that 
“life would not be worth living if I 
did not believe in a Creator.” | 


The Ultimate in Evolution. 

Carrying the principle of cordina- 
tion one step farther, the scientist as- 
serted that it is not man but human- 
ity which is the last step in cosmic 
evolution. Just as in the human body 
there is, he pointed out, a coOrdinat- 
ing physical structure and a guiding 
soul, so there is a codrdinating struc- 
ture and a guiding soul in the social 
elements, church and state. 

Earlier in the day Prof. Pupin, who 
is the inventor of the coil which makes 
long distance telephony possible, and 
of other essential telephonic d¢vices, 
speaking informally, said: 

“T ean't love my neighbor toe the

GIANT GAS WELL 
GEYSER OF FIRE 
AFTER EXPLOSION 


Sanford, Tex., May 26.—()—A 
tower of flame is shooting skyward 
from the heart of this oil boom town 
and eighty million cubic feet of gas 
are aflame following the explosion of 
a gas well in which four men were 
killed and at least seven injured. Two 
men are missing. The entire town isa 
scene of turmoil and confusion. 

With the earth vibrating for miles 
around, the gasser was shooting flames 
200 feet into the air. 

Only one man tonight had entered 
the burning well crater. He was 
“Tux” Thornton, a well shooter for 
a torpedo cOmpany. In a fire proofed 
suit, Thornton pushed through the 
furnace of fusing earth and peered 
into a hole he found forming about the 
bore of the well. He saw no bodies. 

Workmen with trucks and horses 
were moving large frame buildings 
from the fire area, which claimed the 
entire center of the business district. 
Others played what little water was 
available on roois of buildings which 
could not be moved. 

Women and children were huddled 
in structures on the outskirts of the 
town, where most of the population 
had fied, while, the men did their best 
to fight the fire. The explosion made 
a crater fifty feet wide.

REHABILITATION 


Credit and power will be important 
subjects at the flood control coufer- 
ence to be held here June 2, 3, and 4, 
it was said yesterday. So many com- 
mittees were at work helping Mayor 
William Hale Thompson in arrange- 
ments for the meeting that its success 
in both attendance and accdmplish- 
ment was deemed certain.
